1. (l) This Order may be called the Foreigners (Protected Areas) Second Amend¬ 
ment Order. 1974. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. 

2, In Schedule I to the Foreigners (Protected Areas) Order, 1958, under the 
heading ‘'HIMACHAL PRADESH”, for the subheadings “Lahaul and Spiti Districts", 
‘‘Kulu District” and "Kinnaur District” and the entries relating thereto, the follow¬ 
ing shall be substituted, namely: — 

"From CHUMIKGIARSA to SHINGOLA PASS along the Himachal Pradesh/ 
Jammu and Kashmir border and then from SHINGOLA PASS along 
BARSI NALA stream to DARCHA (SUMDO)—from DARCHA 
ALONG the NATIONAL HIGHWAY TO BARA LA^CHA LA—EAST 
and along the Road to UPSHT-SARCHU SARAI and along SARCHU

G.S.R. 287(E).—Whereas the Central Government considers that in the interest 
of the safet.v and security ot India and in the public Interest, It is necessary so to do: 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by .sub-sectlon (1) of section 3 
of the Criminal Law Amendment Act, 1961 (23 of 1961). and in supersession of the 
notification ol the Government of India in thp Ministry of Homo Affairs No, G.S.R. 
1526 dated 8th October, 1971, the Central Government hereby declares the area 
described in Schedule I annexed hereto be a notified area, and for the purposes 
of sub-section (3) of that section, specifies the 26th June, 1974, as the day on and 
after which no person other than— 

(a) a Government servant posted to Kinnaur District and Lahaul and Spiti 

District and any member of his family. 

(b) a Government servant or an employee of any scheduled bank equipped 

with Identity card or a letter of authority issued by the head of office 
to serve the purpose of Identity card and staying in the said area for 
the discharge Of his official duties and any member of his family. 

(c) a member of Parliament or the Legislative As.sembly representing the 

said area; 

(d) a person who is governed by the provisions of the Foreigners (Protected 

Areas) Order; 1958; and 

(e) a person specially exempted from the operation of this notification by 

the Central Government or the Himachal Pradesh Government, 

shall enter or attempt to onler the said area or be therein excep.f in accordance 
with the term of a iDormit, in the form specified in Schedule H annexed hereto in 
writing granted to him by the following officers, namely: — 

(i) District Magistrates Lahaul and Spiti, Kulu, Simla and Kinnaur; 

(ii) M,acislrates 1st Clas.s Lahaul, Pooh, Kalpa Nlchar, Rampur, Rohroo, and 

Kulu in Himachal Pradesh subiect to such permit being cancelled by 
the District Magistrates Lahaul and Spiti Kulu, Simla and Kinnaur at 
their discretion for reasons to be recorded in writing; 

(iii) Tehsildars in Ladakh District (Jammu & Kashmir); 

(iv) Tehsildar-cuni-Magkstrate 1st Class, Spiti at Kaza; and 

(v) Di.strlrt Magistrate Sub-Divisional Magistrates and Magistrates of the 

first class in UttnrkashI District in the State of Utar Pradesh, subject 
to such permit being granted only to persons resident within the local 
llmit.s of their jurlsdictten and in respect of such areas In Kinnaur 
District in the State of Himachal Pradesh? 
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Explanation I. —'‘Family" in relation to a Government servant or an employee 
means—■ 

(I) the wife or husband, as the case may be of such. Government servant or 
employee; and 

(ii) any other person related (whether by blood ,or by marriage) to such 
Government servant or employee and residing with and -dependent qn 
him or her, as the case may be. 

Explanation II .—The expression “Scheduled bank" shall have the same 
meaning as assigned to it In clause (e) of section 2 of the Reserve 
Bank of India Act, 1934 (2 of l»34i.

with the terms of a permit in writing granted to him by any of the following persons, 
namely; — 

“All District Magistrates, Sub-Divisional Magistrates or Magistrates of the 
first class”, in respect of the said areas, within the districts in which 
they exercise jurisdiction: 

Provided that in respect of any such areas of District Uttarkashi in the State 
of Uttar Pradesh, the District Magistrate of Kinnaur and the 3ub- 
Divisional Magistrates of Kalpi, Nichar and Pooh, in the State of Hima¬ 
chal Pradesh shall also be competent to issue any such permit to 'iny 
person resident within the local limits of their jurisdiction.
